Journal des Scavans, printed at Paris the 22“ of June 1671. 

T Hc New Star , which Don Anthelme , a Carthufian of Dyon i 
hath lately difeover’d *,is one of the rareft Appearances 
obferved this good while. As this perfon 
contemplated the Heavens at night, June 
2cth of the laft year,delirous to dilcover 
that admirable Star, which hath appear’d 
and difappear’d twice fince the beginning 
of this Century in the Conftcllation of

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the Swan * ^ he perceived near the fame Conftellation * which is that m 
a Star of the Third Magnitude, which he had never yet 9 *& ore Cygni. 
obferved. He prefently fignified it to the Company which affembleth 
in the Library of the King : And divers of that Affembly having be- 
held the Heavens about the end of June and the beginning of JWy 
took notice,that there was indeed about the Bed ^ of the Swan a New 
Star of the third magnitude, not to be met with in any Catalogue of 
Aftronom^rs, although many other neighbouring Stars,that are much 
fmaller, be exa&ly marked by them. It was fcitujtc as appears in the 
following figure*. * See Fig. 2.

*t v ?uly*t his Star was obferved to decreafe. In the

rmi?, but her Light was fenubly fainter. In the night 
of the i itb of the fame month, Ihe fcarce appear’d of the Fourth mag¬ 
nitude. In the night of Augufi iot&,/he was but of the Fifth, And Ihe 
hath ever fince decreafed ftill,fo that at lad Ihe became fo fmail that Hie 
was feen no more. 

And fo /he hath remained for fix months without/hewing her feff, 
and we could not difeover her again till the night of March 17th 
laft, when Don Anthelme fpied her in the very fame place, where 
/he was the year before, and found , that /he was of the Fourth , 
magnitude. 

The Affembiy that meets in the Kings Library, having notice there¬ 
of, fevera! of them did obferve this Star in the night, of the 2 d of 
April laft, finding her in the felf fame place where they had feen her 
the precedent year. The id of the fame month M. Cajfini found her 
greater than the two Stars of the Third magnitude that are below in the 
Confteilation of Lyra, but a little fmaller than that in the Beak of 
Cygnus. 

The 4 th of the fame month , /he appear’d to him altnoft as 
great and much more radiant than that of the Beak of the 
Swan. 

The gth of the fame, he found her a little dimini/h’t •, and almoft e- 
qual to the greateft of the two Stars that are below in Lyra, 

The 1 2th, fhe was equal to the lead of thefe two Stars. 

The i%th ,he perceived that /he encreafed,andhe found her equal,the 
fecond time,to the greateft of thefe two Stars. 

From the 1 6th unto the 27 th, Ihe appear’d of different, magnitudes, 
being fometimes equal to the biggeft of thefe two Stars, fometimes e- 
qual to the leaft, and now and then between both. 

But the 27th and 28f/?,/he was become as big as the Star in the Swans 
heak^: The 30th, /he appear’d a little clearer. And the firftfix days in 
May, ftie was greater. 

The 15 th of May (lie was feen fmaller than the fame Star. The i6r£, 
/he was in bignefs between the two Stars that are below in Lyra : And 
ever fince /he hath ftill dimini/hed. 

Thus this Star hath been twice in her greateft fplendour, firft on the 
ethoi Aprils and the fecond time, in the beginning of May : Which 
we read not to. have ever happen’d to any other Star. 

As far as can be judged from the few Obfervations made of 
this Star, ’tis likely Ihe is returning about Ten months unto the fame 
appearance whereas that in the whale's Neck, makech its revolution 
in Eleven months. As for the Star in the Swans Breajl , we have 
as yet no certain knowledge of the period of her revolution-. 

yet 
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yet one may affure , that (lie taketh no lefs than Fourteen years to 
finifti it. 

The Difcoveries,that have been made in the Heavens this 1 aft age, 
do evince,that Changes are not fo rare there,as formerly was believed* 
If that was true,what Pliny faith,that Hipparchus, on the occalion of a 
New Star he perceived, made an Enumeration of all thofe which ap¬ 
pear’d at that time, there would not be any one Conftellation, in 
which fome change were not found Once that time, in regard there are 
few, wherein there be not found more Stars now than that Aftronomer 
hath noted in them. 

But as the little affurance we have of the exa&nefs of Hipparchus his 
Catalogue giveth us caufe to believe,that many Stars, which were not 
in that Catalogue, were yet in the Heavens •, fo we may well grant, 
that fome of thofe, that have been obferved fince, have not appear'd 
always. For,not to fpeak of the Stars,that have been feen in the Con¬ 
ftellation of Cajftopea, in the Neck of the whale, in the Breaft of the 
Swan, and in Serpentarius > Monfieur CaJJini hath difeover’d many o- 
ther little ones*, which may very well be prefumed * compare thofe,dif- 
to be New. For example, he hath obferv'd one of the cover'dly ’m. He. 
Fourth magnitude, and two of the Fifth in Cajftopea, v«Iius, r»Numb. 
where 'tis certain they were not feen before, many opj. 

Aftronomers having exadly reckon'd up the very fmalleft Stars of that 
Conftellation,and yet not one of them mention'd thofe three. He hath 
difeover'd Two others, towards the Beginning of the Conftellation 
of Eridanus, where we were fure they were not yet about the end of the 
Year 1664, confidering that this place of the Heavens, where pafled 
the then appearing Comet, was diligently beheld by many, who per¬ 
ceived divers other fmall Stars,without obferving thofe two. The fame 
hath alfo obferved, towards the Ar&ick Pole Four of the Fifth or 
Sixth magnitude,which Aftronomers, that always have their Eyes up¬ 
on that place, would not have failed to note, if they had there ap¬ 
pear’d before. 

Nor are we to wonder at it, that we fee now more Stars in the 
Heavens than there appear’d formerly, feeing there appear’d thofe 
formerly, which are feen no more now. For M. CaJJlni hath ob¬ 
ferv'd, that the Star, which Bayerus puts near that which he mark- 
eth in the Figure of Vrfa minor, appears no more \ that that, which is 
marked A in the Figure of Andromeda, is alfo difappear'd j that in lieu 
of that, which is marked v, at the knee of the fame figure, there 
are two others more Nordward ; and that that, which is noted £, is 
very much diminilht, The Star, which Tycho placeth at the ex¬ 
tremity of Andromeda's Chain, and calls it of the Fourth magnitude, is 
nowfo fmall that one can fcarce fee it : And that vvhiclf is in his 
Catalogue the 2.0th of the Conftellation of Fifes, is now no more 
feen j unlefs you will fay , that it is gone down lower than four

New ones: And it is very probable, that *tis alfo with moft Stars, as 
with that in the Neck of the Whale, which was not obferved at firft, 
but when it»vvas already of the third magnitude ^ although it hath 
been fmee found, that it is not really fo great when it begins to ap¬ 
pear, but that, being very fmail in the beginning, it encreafeth in- 
fenfibly untill it come to that greatnefs. 

However, thefe phenomena deferve always to be carefully obferved 
by all Aftronomers.
